APPENDIX 

Licensing conditions for Imports from the IJ.K. under U.K./India Mixed Project Grant, 

(No. 2). 

I_GENERAL CONDITIONS 

1. Superscription and code. —The import licence will heal the superscription “UK/India 
Mixed Project Grant, 1975 (No. 2),”. In addition, each import licence will also bear the 
Code --S/KK”. 
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2. Intimation of Import Licence particulars. —With a fortnight of ihc receipt of the 
import licence, the importer should intimate to the Department of Economic Allairs 
(Section Officer—WE II Section) the details of the import licence viz: complete number 
and date; its value, and the superscription thereof, together with a photostat copy of the 
import licence. A copy of the intimation along with a photostat copy of the import 
licence should also be endorsed to the Controller of Aid Accounts & Audit (CAA&A), 
Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs, UCO Bank. Building, New Delhi. 

3. Validity of the Import Licence*—The import licence will be issued with an initial 
validity period of 24 (twenty-four) months. This period can be further extended if 
there is adequate justification to do so. 

4. (a) Remittances. —No remittance of foreign exchange will be permitted against the 
import licence. However, the UK Bank charges may be remitted through th c normal 
bankjng channels, 

4. (b) Indian Agent’s Commission. —Any payment towards thc Indian Agent’s Com¬ 
mission should be made only in Indian Rupees lo the Agon's in India. Such payments 
will, however, form part of the licence value and will, therefore, be charged to the import 
licence. 

5. (a) Ordering Period. —Firm orders on CIF or C&F basis must be placed within a 
period of four (4) months from the date of issue of the import licence. 

5. (b) If firm orders cannot be placed within four months for valid reasons, the licence 
should be submitted to the Licensing Authority immediately during the fifth month giving 
the reasons for the delay In placing firm orders and indicating the date by which the firm 
onders would be placed and seeking extension in the period for ordering, as necessary. 
Such requests will be considered on merits by thc licensing authorities who may grant 
extension upto h further maximum period of two months. If, however, extension is sought 
beyond 6 months from the date of issue of this import licence, such proposals will invari¬ 
ably b e referred by the licensing authorities to the Department of Economic Affairs 
(WE II Section) Ministry of Finance, North Block, New Delhi. 

Note.— The Firms Orders, in this context mean, placement of orders on the UK Suppliers, 
Hnd the latter's confirmation in writing therefor within (he ordering period. 

5. (c) Tt would be noted that unless ordering is completed within four months or the 
extended period allowed by thc licensing authority, as the case may be, the Authorised 
Dealers in foreign exchange will not permit th e establishment of Letter of Credit, or 
deposit of rupee equivalent. (See Section IV below), 

6 . Payments. —All payments must be completed within thc expiry of the import licence 
Individual payments must be arranged upon shipment of goods. No credit facility of 
any kind will be permitted. 

II—SPECIAL POINTS TO BE INCORPORATED IN THE ORDERS/CONTRACTS OR 

OTHERWISE KEPT IN VTEW 

7. (a) Origin of Goods. —While placing orders/conlracts which must be placed only 
on the Suppliers in the U.K. (which expression in this connection includes (he Channel 
Islands and Isle of Man), the licensee must ensure by a provision in the same that tho 
goods purchased are or will be wholly produced or manufactured in the United Kingdom, 
or in thc Case of Chemicals and Allied Products are declared to be of UK origin on the 
form attached as ANNEXURE TI(B). 

(b) Works & Services. —When the Contract also provides for works and services in 
connection with the purchase of such goods, it must similarly be ensured by a suitable 
provision therein that such works and services are or will he provided by persons ordi¬ 
narily resident or carrying on business in the U.K. 

(c) (i).— Non-UK Content Criteria. —Import licences under the UK/India Mixed Pro¬ 
ject Grant 1975 (No. 2) will normally be valid only lor goods and/or materials procured 
and produced or manufactured in the United Kingdom. 

(c) (ii).—The Indian Importer is advised in his own interest to ascertain from the 
UK suppliers beforehand whether the proposed imports contain any non-UK element, 
and if so, the percentage thereof. Under no circumstances should he enter into a firm 
commitment or contract with a UN Suppli-r without specifically ascertaining this point. 

(c) (iii).—When on such an enquiry it is revealed that the goods proposed to be im¬ 
ported have some non-UK element, the matter must he brought to the notice of the 
Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs, (WE 1J Section). New Delhi, for 
confirmation whether the importer should proceed with the finalisation of his order/ 
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contract with the prospective UK supplier. In exceptional cases a non-UK element upto 
a limit of 20 per cent of the FOB value of the contract may be accepted for financing 
under the UK/India Mixed Project Grant and may be allowed by the Government of India. 

(d) Provision for contract approval.—A clause should specifically be included in tho 
contract to the effect, that th e contract is subject to and will become effective only on 
approval by the Government of India and the Government of the United Kingdom. 

(e) Documentation and payment procedure. —The documentation requirements men¬ 
tioned in Section ITT and V below and the Payment Procedure laid down in Section IV 
below should be kept in view and should be appropriately incorporated in the contract. 

Ill—CONTRACT ACCEPTANCE 

8 . (a) Notification of Conti acts and Amendments. —Immediately on placement of orders 
on the UK supplier, the importer should furnish copies of the contract to the Adminis¬ 
trative Ministry and the Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs, New Delhi. 

(b) Within a fortnight of approval of contract by the Government of India in respect 
of each order placed on the foreign supplier, the licensee should forward four copies of 
The contract or notification of contract (in the form attached as ANNEXURE I) accom¬ 
panied by five copies of the contract certificate [in the form attached as ANNEXURE II 
OR ANNEXURE II (B)] (a* is appropriate) duly signed by the U.K. supplier, to C.A.A. 
& A., UCO Bank Building, Parliament Street, New Delhi. 

Note. —As no payments can be made unless the contract is duly approved by the UK 
Government, it is most imperative for the licensee to ensure that copies of 
contract/notification of contract alongwith supplier’s contract certificates are 
forwarded to the Ministry of Finance (C.A.A.&A.) in the manner stated above 
at the earliest. 

9. (a) Contract approval. —While forwarding the above documents to the Ministry 
of Finance it must be ensured by the Licensee that the number and dat e of the import 
licence and the name of the U.K. Grant are clearly noted in the documents. 

(b) The CAA&A, Ministiy of Finance, will arrange through the Chief Accounting 
Officer, High Commission of India, London (CAO, London; to file a set of the documents 
with the U K. Government for obtaining their approval and acceptance to the payments 
under the contract to be financed under the UK Grant. As soon as possible after the decision 
of the UK Government is known, the UK Suppliers as well as the licensee will be inform¬ 
ed of the same direct by the CAO London under advice to the Ministry of Finance. 

10. Amendment to Contract, —If, at any time, a contract (being a contract in respect 
of which acceptance of the UK Government has been obtained or is pending) is amended, 
or if liability is to be incurred thereunder to a greater or lesser amount than the amount 
specified in the contract certificate, the licensee should obtain the approval of the Gov¬ 
ernment of Tndia and thereafter promptly forward the relevant Supplementary or revised 
documents, copies of amendments to the contracts and revised Contract Certificate to 
CAA&A, New Delhi in order to enable him to notify the same to the U.K. Government 
and to obtain their acceptance. As soon as Ihc acceptance of the amendment to con¬ 
tract/order is received from the U.K. Government, the licensee and the Ministry of 
Finance will be notified by the CAO London in the same manner ns for the original 
contract. 

11. When a contract is with Indian A pent. —Tf the contract is with Ihe Indian Agent 
of the foreign suppliers, it should indicate the names of the UR suppliers to whom pay¬ 
ment is to be made for the sterling portion of the contract, which alone will qualify for 
payment under the UK Grant. Copies of such contracts (or of contiucts placed by the 
Indian Agents with the UK suppliers, if there are such separate contracts) should be sent 
as prescribed above. 

IV—PAYMENT TO UK SUPPLIERS—LETTER OF CREDIT PROCEDURE 

12. Special payment procedure. —The payment procedure normally applicable is laid 
down beiow. In special cases a different payment procedure may be laid down by the 
Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs, New Delhi and in that case the 
import licence will be issued subject to such special procedure. 

13. Application for Letter of Authorisation.— After receipt of intimation legarding 
Contract acceptance from CAO London (Sec Section III above), the licensee should apply 
to the CAA&A, New Delhi for a Letter of Authorisation to any of the Authorised Bank 
dealing in foreign exchange for opening a Tetter of Credit in favour of the UK suppliers 
with one of the Correspondent Banks in the LI K. The request for the letter of author¬ 
isation should be in the form given as ANNEXURE ITT and should be accompanied by a 
bank guarantee (in tb e form given in ANNEXURE IV) obtained from an authorised 
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dealer in foreign exchange in India. 'Hie first request foe Letter of Authorisation should 
be accompanied by a photostat copy of the import licence. 

14. (a) Bunk Guarantee .—The Bank Guarantee should be for an amount not less 
than the rupee equivalent of the value in sterling of the proposed letter of authority. 

(b) the rate of exchange to be applied for the rupee equivalent, will be calculated 
at the Composite Rate of Exchange, as notified by the Chief Controller of linpoits & 
Exports, New Delhi through Public Notice from time to time and by the Reserve Bank 
of India through the Exchange Control Circulars issued from tim e to time to the Autho¬ 
rised Dealers in Foreign Exchange. 

Notf. —No Bank Guarantee is required from Public Sector Projects. In such cases the 
Letter of Credit will b c opened thiough any Branch ol the State Bank of Tncliai 
(including its subsidiaries) or any Branch of any of the Nationalised Banks. 

15. Letter of Authorisation .—If the application is found to he in order, the Ministry 
of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs, New Delhi, will issue an Authorisation for 
the requisite amount to the Indian Exchange Bank concerned, with a copy to the im¬ 
porter and SO WE II Section in corporating inter-ulia the Contract Approval number of 
the U.K Government. The Ministry of Finance will also advise the U.K. Bank concerned 
and the CAO lx>ndon suitably. The advice to the UK Bank will, however, bc sent to 
the Indian Exchange Bank concerned alongwith their copy of the Authorisation Letter, 
who should then transmit it to the UK Bank while opening the Letter of Credit. 

16. (a) Validity of Letter of Authorisation .—The I.etter of Authorisation will be valid 
for a period of one month from the date of its issue. Therefore, the Letter of Credit 
should be opened within a period of one month from The date of issue of the Authorisation, 
under intimation to the Ministry of Finance, failing which the Authorisation will lapse. 

16. (b) Letter of Credit. —The letter of credit should detail the conditions to which the 
licence is subject; should provide for payment to the suppliers on the submission of all 
the documents detailed in Section V below; should contain adequate instructions regarding 
the despatch of documents after payment and should b c opened subject to the conditions 
that the Correspondent Bank in the U.K. after making payments to the beneficiaries ini¬ 
tially out of their own funds, obtain reimbursement therefor from the State Bank of India, 
London, through the CAO London. The Indian Exchange Bank's instructions regarding 
the opening of Letter of Credit must accord completely with the Authorisation issued by 
the Ministry of Finance. There should bc no discrepancies in any respect. 

16. (c) The letter of Credit should be clearly marked with the Grant title and with 
the UK Government’s Contract approval number. 

16. (d) Responsibility of Indian Exchange Bank. —While opening letter of Credit, the 
Authorised Exchange Bank in India should, on behalf of the importer also, take care to 
Incorporate necessary conditions in the letter of Credit and ensure that the requirements 
of documentation detailed in para 17 (below) are noted and complied with by the UK 
supplier. 


V—DOCUMENTATIONS 

17. Documents. —The importer is responsible to see that the UK supplier completes 
and submits the documents detailed below to the UK Bank at the time of claiming pay¬ 
ment for the goods supplied: 

(i) The original invoice, with four photostat copies or copies by any other process. 
[The invoice should show the name and add’ess of the importer, quantity 
and detailed description of each item supplied, sales price for each item 
reflecting all trade discounts, the basis of delivery (FOB, C&F, CIF and 
F&A) and the sterling cost of any incidental services including delivery 
services or marine or transportation insurance.] 

(it) One copy (or photostat) of ocean or charter Bill of T adine or airway Bill or 
parcel post receipt (The Bill of l ading should e'ther indicate or bc accom¬ 
panied by the carrier’s statement of charges in whatever currency it is paid), 

(iii) Four copies of the payment certificate in the form of ANNFXURE V [not 
required in respect of Contracts for wh'ch a contract certificate (Chemicals) 
in the form given as ANNFXIJRF If (B) has been provided]. For this 
purpose, five blank forms of the payment certificate in the prescribed form 
should be attached to the letter of credit for completion by the supplier at the- 
time of obtaining payment. 
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Each document must show the Grunt title, details of nnpoit licence and if possible, 
the particulars ot the letter ot Credit Authorisation issued by the Mmistiy of Finance. 

18. Despatch of Documents. —Alter the payment is made to the OK supplier, the 
eoirespondent Hank in the UK will send by just air mail the original negotiable set of 
document., to the Indian Fxehangc Bank concerned. 

19. UK Bank Charge- Ibe Indian Exchange Bank will remit the Bunk charges to 
the UK Bank and recover the same tiom the importer. 

20. Rcimbm \emenl to UK Bank _The UK Bank will, simultaneously, claim the re- 

linbui semcnl, of the amount(s) paid by it to the UK Supplici, from OAO London and 
will submit for this purpose, invoices received from the supplier and payment certillcate 
ns in ANNEXURE V, where required The CAO London will arrange payments to the 
UK Bank through State Bank of India, London. 

VI—INDIAN BANK’S RFSPONSIB1I I IY KIR RUPEE DEPOSITS 

21. Recovery from Importer. —.Within 7 (seven) days of the receipt of the advice of 
payment along with shipping documents from the UK Correspondent Bank, the Indian 
Exchange Bunk concerned shall collect fiorn the impeller the cost ot imports in rupees 
ai the “composite rate of exchange” [see para 14(b) above] plus interest charges at 
b per cent per annum for the period from the date of payment to the UK suppliers by 
the UK Bank to the date of deposit of the rupee equivalent into the Government Account 
fboth dates inclusive). 

22. The amount referred to above should be deposited by the Indian Exchange Bank 
do the credit of the Government of India in the Reserve Bank of India, New Delhi or 
the Slate Bank of India, Tis Hazavi Branch, Delhi or if this is not feasible, should be 
remitted by means of a Demand Draft drawn on and in favour of the Slat c Bank of 
India, Tis Hazari Branch, Delhi. Rupee deposit should be made in the revised form of 
ihe treasury challan, published as atmexure to Public Notice No. 74-ITC(PN)/74 dated 
31-5-1974. Thereafter the treasuiy challan evidencing the deposit should be sent by 
Registered Post to the CAA&A, New Delhi indicating references to and enclosing copies 
of the invoice shipping documents and the Authorisation of that Department to which the 
transaction relates. 

The Indian Exchange Bank concerned shall also arrange to deposit in the SHtne manner 
euch additional amounts on account of service charges as may be demanded by the 
■Government of India, within 7 (seven) days aiter such demand. 

The Licensee should also fill in, in duplicate, the Form ‘S’, incorporated as Annexuro 
TI to Public Notice No, 184-lTC(PNl/68, dated the 30th August, 1968 and present the 
same to their bank while arranging for rupee deposits in accordance with the procedure 
prescribed in the said Public Notice. 

23. Head of Account for Rupee Deposit Accounts Officer. —The amounts including 
interest charges to be deposited to the Credit of Government of Inflia shall be creditable 
sunder the following Head of Account: 

"K—DEPOSITS AND ADVANCES— 843 CIVIL DEPOSITS—DEPOSITS FOR 
PURCHASE ABROAD—DEPOSITS UNDER UK/INDIA MIXED PROJECT 
GRANT 1975 (No. 2)”. 

and the Accountant General, Central Revenues, New Delhi shall be shown as the Accounts 
Officer who will adjust these credits. 

24. Release of Bank Guarantee.—After the obligations in terms of the Bank Guarantee 
and the Tetter of Credit Authorisation issued by the Ministry of Finance are fulfilled, the 
Indian Exchange Bank concerned (not the importer) can apply to the CAA&A, New Delhi 
in the form laid down as ANNEXURE VI for the release of the Bank Guarantee. 

VTT—RFPORT ON THE UTILISATION OF THE IMPORT LICENCE 

25. Reporting. —A quarterly report, in the form attached as ANNEXURE VII showing 
■the utilisation status of the licence should be furnished on Ihe 15th of the month follow¬ 
ing the quarter to which it relates to the Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic 
Affairs. (WE TI Section). New Delhi, with a copy to the Controller of Aid Accounts and 
Audit (Department of Economic Affairs), UCO Bank Building, Parliament Street, New 
Delhi. 
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VIU—MISCELLANEO US 

26. Refunds from UK Suppliers .—If any money is received by Ihe licensee from the 
UK suppliers or a Guarantor (insurance company etc.) as a refund or in settlement of 
insurance claim, or otherwise, such amounts should be refunded by the supplier to tho 
concerned corresponded bank in the U.K, (from which the payment was initially made to 
the U.K. supplier) with the instructions to refund the amount immediately, m turn, to 
CAO London for crediting th e Grant Account, After the Grant account is so credited, an 
equivalent amount m rupee will be arranged to be refunded to the importer by tho Minis¬ 
try of Finance, upon receipt of a claim therefor from the importer. If any refund is 
received after the closure of the Grant the same will have to be made by the supplier 
direct to the importers. 

27. Reporting of Refunds. —As and when any such refund is received, a report thereof 
should be made to the Ministry of Finance with a copy to the Ministry of Industrial 
Development, Foreign Exchange Section, Udyog Bhavan, New Delhi and CAA&A, 

28. Notification Special Condition,i , Provisions to Supplier. —The licensee should apprise 
the supplier of any special provisions in the import licence which may ailect the suppliers, 
in carrying out the transaction, 

29. Disputes.—It should be understood that the Government of India will not undertake 
any responsibility for disputes, if any, that may arise between the licensee and the sup¬ 
pliers. 

30. Future InsJructtons. —The licensee shall promptly comply with any directions, 
instructions or orders issued by the Government regarding any and all matters arising, 
from or pertaining to the import licences and for meeting all obligations under the Grant 
Agreement. 

31. Breach of Violation. —Any breach or violation of the conditions set forth in the 
above clauses will result in appropriate action under the imports Sc Exports (Control) Act, 
1947 and the orders issued thereunder.
